I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Dover  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1957. 


The  estimated  raid-year  population  was  12,870.  The 
birth  rate  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  was  16.1  per 
1,000  of  the  population  and  was  1.1  less  than  in  the  previou 
year;  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  also  16.1.

With  the  exception  of  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
both  of  which  were  prevalent  during  the  year,  there  were 
very  few  notifications  of  infectious  disease. 


Influenza  which  is  not  in  itself  notifiable  was 
also  prevalent  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  Autumn  as 
it  was  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Fortunately  attacks 
were  generally  short-lived  and  complications  were  few. 


It  Is  encouraging  to  note  that  no  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  that  546 
children  under  ten  years  of  age  completed  a course  of 
vaccination  against  the  disease 

On  housing,  further  progress  was  made  towards 
implementing  the  Council's  programme  of  slum  clearance,  the 
number  of  houses  dealt  with  In  various  parishes  having  been 
maintained  according  to  schedule. 

Generally,  apart  from  localised  nuisance  requiring 
attention  from  time  to  time,  the  sanitary  conditions  in  the 
unsewered  parishes  continued  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory, 
while  the  completion  of  main  sewerage  at  Cape  l~le  -Feme  a aw 
an  end  to  one  intractable  problem  of  drainage  affecting 
the  Council's  Capel  Street  housing  site. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year  and  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  his  co-operation  in  compiling  this  Report.

Laboratory  Pacilities 

Clinical  material  for  examination  may  be  submitted 
to  the  Local  Hospitals'  Laboratory  Service  as  well  as  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Maidstone,  where  all  routine 
examinations  of  samples  of  milk,  water,  etc. 3 are  carried 
out  . 

Hospitals 


There  are  no  hospitals  situated  within  the  Rural 
District  but  three  hospitals  in  the  Borough  of  Dover,  which 
are  administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  provide  appropriate  facilities  for  general 
medical,  surgical,  maternity  and  infectious  cases . 

St.  Augustine's  Nursing  Home,  Kearsney  was 
completed  and  registered  with  the  Local  Health  Authority 
during  the  year.  The  Home,  which  is  privately  run,  admits 
medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  Lent  County  Council,  as  the  administrative 
Authority  responsible,  provides  this  service  in  the  Rural 
area. 

Clinics  and  Welfare  Centres 

The  County  Council  as  Local  Health  and  Education 
Authority  provides  various  specialist  and  consultant 
services  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  infants, 
toddlers  and  children  of  school  age. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  also  provides  local 
clinic  services  Including  facilities  for  the  diagnosis 
end  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  of  venereal  disease.

Over  96/o  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District 
are  supplied  from  the  public  mains.  Of  the  sixteen 
parishes  in  the  district  fourteen  are  supplied  by  the  hid 
Kent  Water  Company  end  two  ley  the  Folkestone  end  District 
Wat e r C ompan y . 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  mains 
supply , and  these  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  two 
shallow  wells,  and  the  results  were  unsatisfactory.  The 
properties  served  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  were  dealt  with  by  the  Council  under  the 
Sous ing  Ac  t , IS  57 . 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  two  main  sewerage  systems  in  operation 
in  the  area,  serving  part  of  Temple  Ewell  and  Capel-le- 
Ferne,  otherwise  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
cesspools,  septic  tanks,  pail  closets  and  chemical  closets.

SECTION  D 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  forty  seven 
duelling  houses  were  inspected  for  housing  defects. 
Thirteen  houses  were  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the 
Councils  programme  of  slum  clearance  under  .the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1951 . 

In  connection  with  improvement  grants,  twenty 
one  schemes  for  improvement  and  two  for  conversion  were 
submitted  to  the  Council  and  twenty  schemes  were  approved. 
Total  costs  on  approved  schemes  amounted  to  £7,897  and 
the  costs  on  which  grants  were  made  amounted  to  £5,434. 
Thirty  seven  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year. 

Forty  eight  new  houses  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise  and  thirty  two  were  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  year.
